No. 1 7015/1S/03/SCD-VI.—wnereas oy Resolution or the Government of India in the Ministry of Social Justice 
and Empowerment (Scheduled Castes Development Division) No. 17015/18/2003-SCD-VI dated 24th February. 2004, the 
Government had resolved that in National Commission for Safai Karamcharis (hereinafter referred to as the Commission) 
shall continue for a period of six months beyond the 29th day of February i.e. up to 31st Day of August, 2004. 


And'whereas the Government of India in the Ministry of Social Justice and Empowerment (Scheduled Castes 
Development Division) vide its Resolution No. 17015/18/2003-SCD-VI dated 24-2-2004 notified the terms of reference and 
power of the Commission (including the power to adopt its own procedure of working). Now, therefore, the Government of 
India specifies the following conditions, namely :— 


And whereas the Government of India has considered that it is necessary to specify certain conditions in addition 
to the terms of references contained in the aforesaid Resolution with regard to the terms of references qualifications, 
method of appointment of the Chairperson, Vice-Chairperson and Members, filling up any vacancy in office thereof, 
resignation and removal and salary and allowances, etc; 


1. Term of Office: (I) The Chairperson, Vice-Chairperson and every Member shall hold office for a period up to the 
3 I st day of August 2004. 


(2) The Chairperson, Vice-Chairperson and Members of Commission shall be in the rank of Secretary to the 
Government of India unless otherwise specified. 

2. Salaries and Allowances: (1) The Chairperson, Vice-Chairperson and Members of the Commission shall be paid 
such salary and allowances as admissible to a Secretary to the Government of India. 

(2) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub-paragraph (2) of paragraph (1) and sub-paragraph (1) if the 
Chairperson, Vice-Chairperson or any other Member of the Commission is a Member of Parliament, or a State Legislature, as 
the case may be he shall not be entitled to any remuneration other than the allowances, destined in clause (a) of Section 2 
of the Parliament (Prevention of Disqualification) Act, 1959 (10 of 1959), as the case may be, other than the allowances, if 
any, which a member of the Legislature of the State may, under any law for the time being in force in the State relating the 
prevention of disqualification for Membership of the State Legislature receive. 

3. Accommodation : The Government of India may provide accommodation to the Chairperson, Vice-Chairperson 
and other Members as per the rules governing such accommodation, subject to availability.
